Department 
Change July 1 

City services here will be 
reorganized effective July 1 
under a plan worked out by 
Administrator Lawrence C. 
Bevington. 

It is expected that three 
city departments — parks, 
water and streets —will be 
placed in a Department ot 
-Public Works under the su¬ 
pervision of John Buzzini. 
Mr Buzzini presently is head 
of the Water Department. 

THE PLAN will take effect, 
subject to approval by the 
City Council, upon the retire¬ 
ment July 1 of Ben Mobley 
who is now superintendent ot 
streets and parks. 

Under the reorganization, 
there will be three foremen, 
Fred Richter, streets; John 
Grippi, parks, and Jack 
Rhodes, water. These men 
presently have substantially 
the same jobs. 

The greatest change Will 
occur in the Water Depart¬ 
ment where two jobs will be 
eliminated. They are pump¬ 
ing operator and office man¬ 
ager, now held by Carl Rees, 
and outside maintenance, 
now filled by Fred Ebel. 

FILLING THESE jobs will 
be a meter and pump opera¬ 
tor and an assistant. Nobody 
has as yet been picked to 
handle these positions. 

Mr. Bevington said the re¬ 
organization should provide 
more efficient city services 
and has been contemplated 
by himself and city council- 
men for some time. 

Mr. Buzzini, he said, will 
be in charge of purchasing 
and supervision for all three 
departments.

THE FOUR-POWER Com¬ 
mittee was formed primarily 
as a device to keep out of 
the San Gabriel Valley Wa¬ 
ter District and eventually 
the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict (MWD). 

If Sierra Madre has to join 
MWD the tax rate will be 
approximately 40 cents, said 
M r. Bevington, including 
back taxes plus the present 
MWD rate. 

Under the proposed dis¬ 
trict, there would be five di¬ 
rectors, one from each of the 
four cities and a fifth split 
between Monterey Park and 
Alhambra. 

The Joint Powers Commit¬ 
tee has established a fund 
of $7,500 to operate until the 
election of July 21. 

OF THIS amount, Mr. Bev¬ 
ington receives $100 a month 
as administrator, and com¬ 
mittee members get $20 a 
meeting. Lawyers fees and 
seereterial costs also are de¬ 
ducted from the $7,500. 

If the new district is ap¬ 
proved by the voters, direc¬ 
tors would continue to re¬ 
ceive $20 a meeting, the ad¬ 
ministrator would probably 
get a salary, as yet not de¬ 
termined, seereterial help 
would have to be paid and 
provision would have to be 
made for lawyers fees, par¬ 
ticularly if the district is In¬ 
volved in a law suit. 

Mr. Bevington said he 
would not accept the posi¬ 
tion as administrator in the 
hew district.

SUCH IS partially the case in the coming elec- 
tion on the 50-cent tax increase to support Sierra IjMj 
Madre’s two elementary schools. 

It has been rumored that if the tax measure 
passes, landlords, particularly owners of apartment yyS 
buildings, would have to raise rents by $5 a month, jpWk 
or $60 a year. This report, it is obviously hoped, will , 
scare many tenants into voting against the school 
tax measure. 

Well, tenants can take heart. A tax increase of 
50 cents per every $100 of assessed valuation would * JJp 
cost your landlord approximately 69 cents a month. 

A CHECK on nine apartment buildings in Sierra 
Madre shows they are assessed at $150,070. In these 
nine buildings are 91 units. The largest has 16 units, 
the smallest four. 

It follows, therefore, that a 50-cent tax increase 
would amount to $8.24 a year per unit. Or 69 cents 
a month. 

Now owners of apartment buildings may have 
excellent reasons to raise rents by $5 a month. But 
the school tax increase, if ft passes, will not be one 
of them.—H.W.E.
